— This  is  a  poisonous  plant;  do  not  grow  it  where 
children  are  likely  to  eat  the  leaves  or  seeds,  and  above  all,  do 
not  place  it  near  the  vegetable-garden  where  its  roots  may  be 
mistaken  for  vegetables  when  parsnips  or  horse-radish  are  dug. 
FISCHERI.  One  of  the  best  of  this  family.  Produces  strong 
spikes  of  dark,  rich  blue  flowers  in  September  and  October.

Plants 
shipped  in  April  will  be  in  dormant  condition  but  may  be  planted 
with  confidence.

Hardy  Phlox 


The  Hardy  Phloxes  are,  without  doubt,  the  most 
important  of  all  hardy  perennials,  and  are  now  to  be 
found  in  nearly  every  garden.  They  succeed  in 
almost  any  kind  of  soil  or  position,  and  flower  from 
early  summer  until  late  in  the  fall.  They 
also  improve  from  year  to  year,  and  con- 
tain  a  range  of  brilliant  colors  not  found 
in  any  other  hardy  plant.

Phlox  should  be  set  out  18  inches 
apart,  and  if  kept  well  watered 
will  produce  both  individual 
blossoms  and  heads  of  bloom  far 
larger  than  otherwise,  and  amply 
repay  the  extra  trouble.  To  pro¬ 
cure  best  effects,  plants  should 
be  massed  in  from  six  to  twelve 
clumps  of  each  variety.
